THE  BANK  OF  PRESIDENTS 


The  Riggs  National  Bank  of  Washington,  D.C.  is  historically  known  as  the  Bank 
of  Presidents. 

When  I was  in  the  investment  business,  I was  brain-washed  by  some  over  zealous 
Mutual  Fund  copy  writer  who  emphatically  stated  that  George  Washington  bank- 
ed here. 

In  1972  when  I was  in  Washington  attending. the  First  Day  ceremonies  of  the  8<t 
“Old  Faithful  Geyser"  Yellowstone  Park  stamp,  I had  the  occasion  to  visit  the 
bank.  At  that  time  I was  also  comtemplating  writing  a story  on  the  Riggs  as  the 
history  of  the  bank  seemed  to  create  unusual  interest  to  me.  Also  at  that  time 
Riggs  was  the  Custodian  Bank  for  the  Washington  Mutual  Fund,  of  which  I was 
a stockholder. 

At  the  bank  I learned  to  my  dismay,  that  George  never  banked  there.  Perhaps 
he  slept  there,  but  they  assured  me  he  never  banked  there.  Most  U.S.  Presidents 
started  banking  there  around  1836.  Some  of  the  early  depositors  were,  Abraham 
Lincoln,  Henry  Clay,  Daniel  Webster,  John  C.  Calhoun,  Francis  Scott  Key,  Sam- 
uel F.B.  Morse,  Dolly  Madison,  Jefferson  Davis,  Alexander  Stephens,  Sam  Hou- 
ston, U.S.  Grant,  William  T.  Sherman,  Admiral  George  Dewey;  Teddy  Roosevelt 
and  Sons,  William  Howard  Taft  and  son  Sen.  Robert  Taft,  Woodrow  Wilson, 
Franklin  Roosevelt,  Harry  Truman,  The  Kennedys,  Lyndon  Johnson  and  Rich- 
ard Nixon. 

Incidentally,  The  Check  List,  the  official  publication  of  the  Check  Collectors 
Round  Table  has  a complete  factual  story  on  the  Rigg's  bank  in  their  Jan- 
uary-February  1977  issue  on  pages,  34-35  and  36. 

Depicted  also  in  this  issue  ia  s reproduced  check  dated  8-28-1861.  signed  by 
Abe  Lincoln.

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THE  EDUCATIONAL  SET 
By  Nelson  Page  Aspen 

As  most  are  aware,  the  silver  certificates  are  quite  extensive  and  offer  many 
varieties  of  design  and  subject  matter. 

The  Acts  of  Congress  authorizing  the  silver  certificates  are  the  Acts  of  Feb- 
ruary 28th,  1878  and  August  4th,  1886.  Under  these  acts  there  were  five 
different  issues. 

The  third  issue  consisted  only  of  a $1.00,  $2.00  and  $5.00  note  of  the  ser- 
ies of  1896.  These  notes  comprise  the  famous  and  ever  popular  Educational 
Set.  These  note  are  both  the  most  historical  and  most  artistically  designed 
of  all  issues  of  our  currency  and  probably  represent  the  epitomy  of  the 
Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing's  great  talent. 

During  the  administration  of  President  Grover  Cleveland,  the  B.  E.  P.  Chief 
Claude  M.  Johnson  launched  a campaign  for  the  creation  of  the  new  design 
for  the  nation's  currency.  He  is  credited  with  advocating  the  more  artistic 
and  representative  designs  in  currency.  His  original  plan  was  to  be  used  on 
all  denominations  of  silver  certificates  from  $1.00  to  $1,000.00. 

If  one  catalogues  these  notes  by  signature,  the  one  dollar  notes,  Frieberg 
#224  is  the  initial  note  and  bears  the  signature  of  Tillman/Morgan. 

The  note  depicts  ''History  Instructing  Youth''  and  the  model  for  "Youth" 
was  the  son  of  the  Chief  Engraver,  Thomas  E.  Morris,  Jr. 

To  the  right  of  the  face  of  the  note  the  constitution  is  seen.  According  to 
some,  one  of  the  front  plates  contained  the  word  "Tranquility"  spelled  with 
two  I's.  In  the  background  the  Washington  monument  and  the  Capitol  are 
seen  and  around  the  border  are  the  names  of  23  great  Americans  encircled 
by  a wreath.  The  note  was  engraved  by  Charles  Schlect  and  G.F.C.  Smillie 
after  a design  by  Thomas  E.  Morris  and  Will  F.  Low. 

There  could  have  been  a note  using  the  Tillman/Roberts  signature  combina- 
tion, but  none  was  issued. 

The  second  signature  combination  was  Bruce/Roberts  (F-225). 

About  33,600,000  notes  of  the  first  signature  Combination  were  printed  and 

23.700.000  of  the  second. 

The  face  plate  apparently  started  with  1 and  went  up  to  at  least  155  while  the 
back  plate  was  at  least  80. 

The  back  of  the  note  reveals  the  heads  of  Martha  and  George  Washington  and 
was  engraved  by  Thomas  E.  Morris  after  Trumball  and  Stuart's  paintings. 

The  second  note  of  the  Educational  Series  is  designated  by  the  $2.00  note 
which  carries  the  signatures  of  Tillman/Morgan  (F-247). 

This  note  depicts  Science  presenting  Steam  and  Electricity  to  Commerce  and 
Manufacture  (Industry)  and  was  originally  the  design  for  the  proposed  $50.00 
note. 

The  note  was  engraved  by  Charles  Schlecht  and  G.F.C.  Smillie  after  a design  by 
Edwin  H.  Blashfield  (figures)  and  Thomas  E.  Morris  (frame  back). 

There  could  also  have  been  a Tillman/Roberts  series,  but  none  were  issued. 

The  second  signature  combination  was  Bruce/Roberts. 

The  first  note  (F-247)  was  a printing  of  9,600,000  and  the  second  (F-248)  of 

20.652.000  but  due  to  a possible  records  error  may  have  been  27,600,000. 
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The  face  plate  started  with  1 and  went  to  at  least  53;  the  back  plate  to  at  least 
45. 

The  back  of  the  note  carries  the  heads  of  the  inventors,  Robert  Fulton  and 
Samuel  F.B.  Morse  which  were  engraved  by  Lorenzo  Hatch  and  designed  by 
Thomas  Morris. 

The  third  and  final  note  was  issued  in  three  signature  combinations  and  was 
the  $5.00  note.  Tillman/Morgan  (F-268)  was  the  course  the  initial  issue  and 
was  an  Allegorical  Group  showing  Electricity  as  the  dominent  force  in  the 
world. 

Thsi  note  was  engraved  by  G.F.C.  Smillie  and  others  (no  less  than  7)  after  a 
painting  by  Walter  Shirlaw  who  was  paid  $800.00  for  the  design,  and  the  bor- 
der elements  were  by  Thoman  E.  Morris. 

As  before  there  could  have  been  a Tillman/Roberts  signature,  but  'none  was 
issued  and  the  Bruce/Roberts  signature  combination  (F-269)  was  followed  by 
the  signature  combination  of  Lyons/Roberts  (F-270). 

The  Bureau  lists  the  printings  as  15,696,000  for  the  T/M;  12,480,000  for  B/R 
and  6,756,000  for  L/R. 

The  face  plate  began  with  1 and  went  to  at  least  75,  the  back  plate  number  to 
at  least  1 1 6. 

The  back  of  the  $5.00  note  shows  the  heads  of  the  heroes  of  the  Civil  War.  Gen- 
erals Grant  and  Sheridan  (Hiram  Simpson  Grant,  who  changed  it  to  Ulysses 
when  he  entered  West  Point  and  Philip  Sheridan).  This  was  engraved  by  Lorenzo 
Hatch  (portraits),  Grant  portrait  also  used  in  series  of  1886  and  1891,  $5.00 
note,  and  Sheridan  portrait  used  on  Treasury  series  1890  and  1891,  $10.00 
notes,  and  G.F.C.  Smillie  after  Thomas  E.  Morris'  design.  The  ornamental  head 
bears  a likeness  to  Thomas  Morris'  wife. 

At  the  time  of  issuance,  Thomas  E.  Morris  was  the  Designer  and  Chief  of  the 
Engraving  Division  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  and  redesigned  or 
designed  the  three  denominations  of  this  series.  He  held  that  position  from 
November  1st,  1893  until  June  30th,  1897. 

A $10.00  note  was  to  be  used  in  this  series  personifying  Agriculture  and  Com- 
merce. There  also  was  a plan  to  issue  $50.00,  $100.00  and  $500.00  denomina- 
tions in  this  series.  For  several  reasons  the  latter  three  denominations  were  nev- 
er actually  printed.  Plates  were  made,  however,  for  the  $1 0.00  note  and  recent- 
ly graced  the  souvenir  card  for  the  A.N.A.  Convention  of  1974.  According  to 
Smedley,  even  though  the  design  had  failed  to  be  issued  on  the  $10.00  note,  it 
was  used  on  the  $1,000.00  U.  S.  Coupon  Bond  in  1898.  The  back  was  design- 
ed by  Thomas  Morris  but  the  design  has  never  been  found.  (It  is  known  that 
portraits  of  McCormack  and  Whitney  were  proposed  and  rejected). 

Walter  Shirlaw  produced  two  vignettes  for  this  series  - one  adorns  the  $5.00 
note  and  the  other  was  to  have  been  the  $10.00  note.  He  was  especially  noted 
for  the  vitality  of  his  female  figures  and  their  dynamic  poses. 

Walter  Shirlaw  emigrated  from  Scotland  as  a child  of  three.  He  went  to  work 
for  a private  bank  note  company  at  the  age  of  twelve  and  enjoyed  a produc- 
tive career  of  more  than  half  a century.  He  became  a painter  of  recognized 
stature  and  produced  murals  for  public  buildings  as  the  Library  of  Congress, 
and  several  vignettes  for  stock  certificates  and  debenture  forms  such  as  The 
World's  Columbian  Exposition  and  The  Chicago  Edison  Company. 
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In  spite  of  over  130  million  notes  printed,  relatively  few  remain  today  (and 
only  an  occasional  crisp  uncirculated  one  is  seen).  This  was  mainly  due  to  the 
untiring  efforts  of  one  Anthony  Comstock  who  was  "inspired”  - as  head  of 
the  "Watch  and  Ward  Society"  - and  forced  the  Treasury  to  recall  these  notes 
as  "obsene",  there  being  to  much  flesh  exposed  about  the  face  and  neck. 

The  notes  were  printed  on  a soft-finish  paper  which  was  much  less  durable 
than  the  regular  Crane  Paper  and  this  may  also  account  in  part  for  the  scar- 
city, together  with  ease  of  counterfeiting,  due  to  the  "overengraving".  Crane 
and  Company  of  Dalton,  Massachusetts  was  the  sole  supplier  of  paper  from 
1897  to  1964. 

If  one  is  collecting  by  signatures,  he  would  be  required  to  obtain  seven  notes  - 
two  $1.00  notes,  two  $2.00  notes  and  three  $5.00  notes.  This  series  enjoyed 
a very  short  life  and  it  is  with  much  regret  it  was  not  continued  longer  and 
into  higher  denominations.  Since  our  currency  is  always  subject  to  change, 
it  may  well  be  that  the  allegorical  figures  may  yet  return  to  grace  our  paper 
money  and  please  our  aesthetic  senses.

You  go  into  a bank  and  ask  about  new 
currency  and  the  teller  glances  up  from  the  paper  back  novel  she/he  is  read- 
ing and  looks  at  you  like  you  have  three  heads.  This  is  what  is  happening 
to  our  hobby.  I see  more  and  more  of  our  members  not  advertising  and  not 
responding  to  those  that  do  advertise.  This  is  the  first  step  in  reducing  the 
interest  of  our  exciting  hobby.  Do  you  realize  that  as  each  new  series  is  is- 
sued, our  collections  become  more  original  and  complete. 

Another  example  of  the  difficulties  we  are  experiencing  is  those  blocks  that 
seem  lost  or  not  released.  The  Stars  are  becomming  increasingly  more  rare. 
Take  the  1969-C  series,  L-*  is  difficult  to  find.  An  example  is  the  fact  that 
I need  three  star  notes  ending  in  numbers  12,  99,  00.  It  appears  unless  I 
have  a note  to  trade  for  each  note  I may  pay  upwards  of  $5  each. 

Get  involved,  remember  the  advantage  and  disadvantages  of  collecting  paper 
money  is  that  you  somehow  get  caught  up.  If  you  have  several  letters  to 
write,  you  can  just  take  the  time  away  from  something  else  you  "must”  do 
and  not  experience  guilt  feeling  about  it.  Also  those  members  that  are  not 
aware  of  the  practice  of  sending  along  a self  addressed  stamped  envelope,  or 
(S.A.S.E.)  please  try  to  remember  that  the  price  of  stamps,  envelopes  and 
time  is  going  up  not  down.  If  you  share  some  of  that  expense,  the  response 
may  make  trading  much  easier.
